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Faithful Companion of . her Royal Huſ- 
band's Sufferings and hard Travels; the 
fitter to be now the Confort of all his Tri- + 
umphs. We have ſeen Her alſo like Her 
ſelf; that is, like Humility it ſelf, which is- 
the Queen of Vertzes. 
The Story of King Solomon, could 1 
bring skill to ſer 1t forth, would furniſh an-- 
Entertainment for the Devotions both of 
a Royal. Audience, and a muxt- Aſſembly. 
For the King in my Text made himſelf His 
Text;. He made his own Life the Subject . 
of an Excellent Sermon: He- was pleas'd 
to ſtile himſelf the Preacher, as well as the 
Fing in Zeruſalem. He once had been in-- 
{tructed by the King, his- Father, the man- 
after God's own heart ; but afterward he 
was taught of God, on. purpoſe to: be ſet up 
for an Eyerlaſting Guide by-the Rules and :

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when he prepar d himſelf Chariots and Horſe- 
men, and Fifty men to run before him. But 
the race is not always to the ſwifteſt , nor to 
him that ſets out ſooneft for Popularity ; 
yet then it was high time for David to. de- 
clare the Succeſſion : tor then. he was told, 
T he eyes of all Iſrael are upon thee, that zhou 
 ſhouldeſt tell them ( on ſuppoſition, as 1 
ſhall ſhew anon, that God had told - him 
already ) who ſhould fit upon the throne of 
my Lord the King after him. Thereupon 
Solomon was declared, and preſently anoint- 
ed to ſucceed. But becauſe the Ceremony 
then was perform! d ina kind of Tumul- 
tuary haſt,'tis now repeated at more leiſure 
with greater ſtate.

In the Firſt place for his Title, to make 1. 

Argument 
enough , that 'ris ſaid here, He ſate on the 
throne of the Lord ; and that he fate there as 
King, inſtead of David his Father ;, let me 
farther obſerve to you, That he was a King 
of God's own Nomination, to prevent dil- 
pute among the Sons of David, 1 Chron. - 

22. 9. Behold, a ſon ſhall be born to thee, 
his name ſhall be Solomon, and will eſtabliſh 
the throne of his kingdom. His Brother Ado- 
nijah, after his vain Attempt to ſeize the 
Crown, makes this expreſs acknowledg- 
ment of King Solomon's Right to the King- 
dom, Tho it were mine from the people, yet 
it was his from the Lord : For God's Choice 
and the People's are not always the ſame.

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But if this were the Caſe , that he was 
-raisd to the Throne, not properly by the 
King, his Father , much 'leſs-by the People, 
but by God himſelf, how comes it to be 
faid here;7 hey made him King ? They, that 
is, all 'the Congreggtion. Were they the 
King-makers then ? Were they the Origi- 
nal-of Regal Power ?. Had they it firſt in 
themſelves? Elſe how could they, impart it? 
Toward the clearing of this , be pleaſed 
to compare the Story of another King's

For how can an Uſurper ex- 
pect to Reign profperoutly? when many 
under his Government muſt needs think 
chemſelves his Equals , if not his Betters ; 
and none can reaſonably think themſelves 
oblig'd to be his Subjefs ? And-how muſe- 
table isa King'and Kingdom, whea every 
private man, that is but audacious enough, 
has a fair pretence, if he can bur gather 


Force, to overturn any Settlement that can
